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Twenty Million Youth inadequately immunized 


Of 52 million youth under 15 years of age, 20 million are not properly im- 
munized against the preventable diseases of polio, measles, mumps, rubella, 
diptheria, and whooping cough. These diseases can cause paralysis, deafness, 
blindness, mental retardation, heart and kidney failure, and sometimes death. 

School principals can help by making students and parents aware of the pre- 
valence of these diseases. They can ensure that their schools keep health records 
so that inadequately immunized students can be identified and referred to public 
and private sources of health services. 
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
